ty are the offspring of one parent 
—unbelief. The first results from 
unbelief as to the sin and ruin of 
man, the other from unbelief as to 


God’s sovereign remedy for man. 


It is especially for souls desiring 
before God to be fully and unmis- 
takably sure of their salvation 
that these pages are written. I can 
in great measure understand your 
deep soul-trouble, and am assured 
that the more you are in earnest 
about this all-important matter, 
the greater will be your thirst, un- 
til you know for certain that you 
saved. 
“For what shall it profit a man, 
if he shall gain the whole world, 
and lose his own soul?” 


The only son of a devoted father 
is at sea. News comes that his ship 
fhas been wrecked on some foreign 
shore. Who can tell the anguish of 
suspense in that father’s heart un- 
til, upon the most reliable authori- 
ty, he is assured_that his boy is 
safe and sound? Or, again, you are 
far from home. The night is dark 
and wintry, and your way is total- 
ly unknown. Standing at a point 
where two roads diverge, you ask 
@ passer-by the way to the town 
you desire to reach, and he tells 
‘you he thinks that such and such 
@ way is the right one, and hopes 
you will be all right if you take 
it. Would that satisfy you? Surely 
not. You must have _ certainty 
about it, or every step you take 
will increase your anxiety. What 
wonder, then, that men have some- 
times neither been able to eat nor 
sleep when the eternal safety of 
the soul has been trembling in the 
balance! 


To lose your sndeiteh is much, 

T'o lose your health is more. 

To lose your soul is such a loss 
As no man can restore. 
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There are three things I desire, 
by the Holy Spirit’s help, to make 
clear to you, and to put them 
into Scripture language. They are 
these: 

1. The way of salvation 
16:17). 

2. The knowledge of salvation 
(Luke 1:77). 

3. The joy of salvation | (Psalm 
51:12). 

We shall see that though inti- 
mately connected, they each stand 
upon a separate basis; so that it 
is quite possible for a soul to know 
the way of salvation without hav- 
ing the certain knowledge that he 
himself is saved; or again to know 
that he is saved, without possess- 
ing at all times the joy that ought 
to accompany that knowledge.

The Way of Salvation 

Please open your Bible, and 
read carefully Exodus 13:13; there 
you find these words from the 
lips of Jehovah: “Every firstling 
of an ass thou shalt redeem with 
a lamb; -and if thou wilt NOT re- 
deem it, THEN THOU SHALT 
BREAK HIS NECK: and all the 
firstborn of man among thy chil- 
dren shalt thou redeem.’’ 

Now come back with me in 
thought to an imaginary scene of 
3,000 years ago. Two men, a 
priest of God and a poor Israelite, 
stand in earnest conversation. The 
gestures of each bespeak deep 
earnestness about some matter of 
importance, and it is not difficult 
to see that the subject of conver- 
sation is a little ass that stands 
trembling beside them. 


“TI have come to find out,” says 
the poor Israelite, “if there cannot 
be a merciful exception made in 
my favor this once. This feeble lit- 
tle thing is the firstling of my ass, 
and though I know full well what 
the law of God says about it, 
I am hoping that mercy will be 
shown, and the ass’s life spared. 
I am but a poor man in Israel, and 
can ill afford to lose the little 
colt.” 

“But,” answers the priest firm- 
ly, “the law of the Lord is plain 
and “unmistakable: ‘Every firstling 
of an ass thou shalt redeem with 
a lamb; and if thou wilt not re- 
deem it, then thou shalt break 
his neck.’ Where is the lamb?” 

“Ah, sir, no lamb do I possess!” 


“Then go, purchase one, and re- 
turn, or the ass’s neck must sure- 
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ly be broken. The lamb must die, 
or the ass must die.” 

“Alas! then all my hopes are 
crushed,” he cries, “for I am far 
too poor to buy a lamb.” 

While this conversation  pro- 
ceeds, a third person joins them, 
and after hearing the poor man’s 
tale of sorrow, ‘he turns to ‘him and 
says kindly, ‘‘Be of good cheer, lI 
can meet your need.” 

“We have in our house, on the 
hill-top yonder, one little lamb, 
brought .-up at our very hearth- 
stone, which is ‘without spot or 
blemish.’ It has never once strayed 
from home, and stands (and 
rightly so) in highest favor with 
all that are in the house. This 


lamb will I bring.’’ And away he 
hastens up the ‘hill. Presently you 


see him gently leading the fair, 
little creature down the slope, and 
very soon both lamb and ass are 
standing side by side. 

Then the lamb is bound to the 
altar, its blood is shed, and the 
fire consumes it. 

The righteous priest now turns 
to the poor man and says, “You 
can freely take home your little 
colt in safety; no broken neck for 
it now. The lamb has died in its 
stead, and consequently .the ass 
goes righteously free, thanks to 
your friend.” 

Can’t you see in this God’s own 
picture of a sinner’s’. salvation? 
His claims as to your sin demand- 
ed a “broken neck,” righteous 
judgment upon your guilty head, 
the only alternative being the 
death of a divinely-appointed sub- 
stitute. 

Now you could not find the pro- 
visions to meet your case; but in 
the person of His beloved Son, God 
Himself provided the Lamb. “Be- 
hold the Lamb of God,” said John 
to his disciples, as his eyes fell 
upon that blessed, spotless One, 
“Behold the Lamb of God, which 
taketh away the sin of the world” 
(John 1:29). 


Onward to Calvary Christ went, 
“as a lamb led to the slaughter,” 
and there and then He “once suf- 
fered for sins, the just for the 
unjust, that he might bring us to 
God” (I Peter 3:18). He “was de- 
livered for our offences, and was 
raised again for our justification” 
(Romans 4:25). God does not 
abate one jot of His righteous, holy 
claims against sin when He justi- 
fies the ungodly sinner who be- 
lieves in Jesus (Romans 3:26). 
Blessed be God for such a Saviour, 
such a salvation! 


“Dost thou believe on the Son of 
God?” 

“Well,” you reply, “I have, as 
a poor condemned sinner, found in 
Him one that I can safely trust. 
I do believe on Him.” 

Then I can tell you that the 
full value of His sacrifice and 
death, as God estimates it, He 
makes as good to you as though 
you had accomplished it all your- 
self.’’ 


Oh, what a wondrous way of 
salvation is this! Is it not great, 
and grand, and Godlike, worthy of 
God Himself—the gratification of 
His own heart of love, the glory 
of His precious Son and the sal- 
vation of a sinner, all bound up 
together? What grace and glory! 
Blessed be the God and Father of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, who has 
so ordered it that His own be- 
loved Son should do all the work, 
and get all the praise, and that 
you and I, poor, guilty things be- 
lieving on Him, should get all the 
blessing, and enjoy the blissful 
company of the Lord for ever and 
ever! “O magnify the Lord with 
me, and let us exalt his name to- 
gether” (Psalm 34:3). 

But perhaps your eager inquiry 
may be, “How is it that since I 
do really distrust self and self- 
work, and wholly rely upon:Christ 


and Christ’s work, that I have not 


the full certainty of my Ssalva- 
tion? If my feelings. warrant my 
saying that I am saved one day, 
they are pretty sure to blight 
every hope the next, and I am left 
like a ship, storm tossed, without 
any anchorage whatever.” 


Ah! there lies your mistake. Did 
you ever hear of a captain trying 
to find anchorage by fastening 
his anchor inside the ship? Never. 
Always outside. 

It may be that you are quite 
clear that it is Christ’s death 
alone that gives SAFETY; but you 
think that it is what you feel that 
gives CERTAINTY. 


The Knowledge of Salvation 


Before you turn to the’ verse 
which I shall ask you very care- 
fully to look at, which speaks of 
HOW a believer is to KNOW and he 
HAS eternal life, let me quote it 
in the distorted way that man’s 
imagination often puts it. “These 
happy feelings have I given unto 
you that believe on the name of 
the Son of God; that ye may know 
that ye have eternal life.’ Now 
open your Bible, and compare this 
with God’s blessed and unchanging 
Word. The verse just misquoted 
is I John 5:13, and reads thus in 
our version: “These things HAVE J 
WRITTEN unto you that believe on 
the name of the Son of God; that 
ye may KNOW that ye HAVE 
eternal life.”’ 

How did. the firstborn sons of 
the thousands of Israel know for 
certain that they were safe the 
night of the Passover and Egypt’s 
judgment? (See Exodus 12.) 

Let us take a visit to two of 
their houses and hear what they 
have to say. We find in the first 
house we enter that they are all 
shivering with fear and suspense. 
What is the secret of all this pale- 
ness and trembling? The firstborn 
son informs us that the angel of 
death is coming around the land, 
and that he is not quite certain 
how matters will stand with him 
at that solemn moment. 

“When the destroying angel has 
passed our house,” says he, “and 
the night of judgment is over, I 
shall then know that I am safe; 
but I can’t see how I can be quite 
sure of it until then. They say they 
are sure of salvation next door, 
but we think it very presumptu- 
ous. All I can do is to spend the 
long dreary night hoping for. the 
best.”’ 

“Well,” we inquire, ‘‘but has the 
God of Israel not provided a way 
to safety for His people?” 

“True,” ‘he replies, “and we have 
availed ourselves of that way of 
escape. The blood of the spotless 
and unblemished first year lamb 
has been duly sprinkled with the 
bunch of hyssop on the lintel and 
two side-posts, but we still are 
not fully assured of shelter.” 

Let us now leave these doubting, 
troubled ones, and enter next door. 

What a striking contrast meets 


our eye at once. Peace rests on 
every countenance. There they 
stand, with girded loins, and staff 
in hand, feeding on the roasted 
jamb. 

What can be the meaning of all 
this tranquility on such a solemn 
night as this? “Ah,” say they all, 


“we are only waiting for Je-_ 


hovah’s marching orders, and then 
we shall bid a last farewell to the 
taskmaster’s cruel lash and all the 
drudgery of Egypt!” 

“But hold! Do you forget that 
this is the night of Egypt’s judg- 
ment?” 

“Right well we know it; but 
our firstborn son is. safe. The 
blood has been sprinkled according 
to the wish of our God.” 

“So it has been next door,” we 
reply; “but they are all unhappy 
because all uncertain of safety.” 

“Ah!” firmly responds the first- 
born, “but we have more than the 
sprinkled blood, we have the un- 
erring word of God about it. God 
has saia: ‘When I see the blood, 
I will pass over you.’ God rests sat- 
isfied with the blood outside, and 
we rest satisfied with His Word 
inside.” 

The sprinkled blood makes us 
safe. 

The spoken word makes us sure. 

Could anything make us more 
safe than the sprinkled blood, or 
more sure than His spoken word? 
Nothing, nothing. 

Now, then let me ask you a 
question. Which of those two hous- 
es was the safer? 

Do you say the second, where 
all were so peaceful? Nay, then, 
you are wrong. 

Both are safe alike. 


Their safety depends upon what 
God thinks about the blood out- 
side and not upon the state of 
their feelings inside. 

If you would be sure of your 
own blessing then, listen not to 
the unstable testimony of inward 
emotions, but to the infallible wit- 
ness of the Word of God. 

“Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
He that believeth on me _ hath 
everlasting life’ (John 6:47). 

Let me give you a simple illus- 
tration from everyday life. A cer- 
tain farmer. in the country, not 
having sufficient grass for ‘his cat- 
tle, applies for a piece of pasture 


land which he hears is fo? rent. 


near his own house: For some time 
he gets no answer from the land- 
lord. One day a neighbor comes 


in, and says, “I feel quite sure you 


will get that field. Don’t you rec- 
ollect how that last Christmas the 
sent you a special present, and 
that he gave you a kind nod of 
recognition the other.day when he 
drove past?” And with such like 
words the farmer’s mind is filled 
with hope. 

Next day another neighbor 
meets him, and in course of con- 
versation he says; “I’m afraid you 
will stand no chance whatever of 
getting that grass field.

the poor farmer’s bright hopes are 


' dashed to the ground and burst like 


soap-bubbles. One day he is hop- 
ing, the next day full of perplexing 
doubts. 

Presently the postman calls, and 
the farmer’s heart beats fast as he 
breaks the seal of the letter; for 
he sees by the handwriting that it 


is from the Squire himself. See his 


countenance change from anxious 
suspense to undisguised joy as he 
reads and rereads that letter. 


“It’s a settled thing now,” ex- 
claims he to his wife; no more 
doubts and fears about it; “hopes” 
and “ifs” are things of the past. 
“The Squire says the field is mine 
as long as I require it, on the 
most easy terms, and_ that’s 
enough for me. I care for no man’s 
opinion now. His word settles all!” 


How many a poor soul is in a 
like condition to the poor troubled 
farmer — tossed and perplexed by 
the opinions of men, or the 
thoughts and feelings of his own 
treacherous heart; and it is only 
upon receiving the Word of God 
as the Word of God that certainty 
takes the place of doubts and per- 
adventures. When God _ speaks 
there must be a certainty, whether 
He pronounces the damnation of 
the unbeliever, or the salvation of 
the believer. 

“For ever, O Lord, thy word is 
settled in heaven” (Psalm 119:89); 
and to the simple-hearted believer 
His Word settles all. 

“Hath he said, and shall he not 
do it? or hath he spoken, and shall 
he not make it good?” (Numbers 
23:19). 

“But how am I sure that I 
have the right kind of faith?” 

Well, there can be but one 
answer to that question; ViZ., 
*“‘Have you confidence in the right 
person; i.e., in the blessed Son of 
God?” 

It is not a question of the 
amount of your faith, but of the 
trustworthiness of the person in 
whom you repose your confidence. 
One man takes hold of Christ, as it 
were, with a drowning man’s grip. 
Another but touches the hem of 
His garment; but the sinner who 
does the former is not a bit safer 
than the one who does the latter. 
They have both made the same 
discovery; viz., that while all of 
self is totally untrustworthy they 
may safely confide in Christ, calm- 
ly rely on His Word, and confi- 
dently rest in the eternal efficacy 
of His finished work. That is what 
is meant by believing on Him. 
“Verily, verily, I say unto you, He 
that believeth on me HATH ever- 
lasting life” (John 6:47). 


Make sure of it then, that your 
confidence is not reposed in your 
works of amendment, your religi- 
ous observances, your pious feeling 
when under religious influences, 
your moral training from child- 
hood, and the like. You may have 
the strongest faith in any or all 
of these and perish everlasting- 
ly. Don’t deceive yourself by any 
“fair show in the _ flesh.” The 
feeblest faith in Christ eternally 
saves, while the strongest faith in 
aught beside is but the offspring 
of a deceived heart. 

God, in the Gospel, simple intro- 
duces to you the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and says: ‘“‘This is my be- 
loved Son, in whom I am _ well 
pleased.” “You may,” He Says, 
“with all confidence trust His 
heart, though you cannot with im- 
punity trust your own.” 


“I do really believe on Him,” 
said a sad-looking soul to me one 
day, “but yet, when asked if I 
am saved, I don’t like to say yes, 
for fear I should be telling a lie.’ 
This’ young woman was a butch- 
er’s daughter in a small town. It 
happened to be market-day and 
her father had not then returned 
from market. So I said, ‘Now sup- 
pose when your father comes 


home you ask him how many) 


sheep he bought today, and he an- 
swers, ‘Ten.’ After awhile a man 
comes to the shop, and says, ‘How 
many sheep did your father. buy 


today?’ and you reply, ‘I don’t 


like to say, for fear I should be 
telling a lie.’” “But,” said the 
mother (who was standing by at 


the time), “that would be making 


your father the liar.” 


Now, friend, don’t you see that 
this well-meaning young woman 
was virtually making Christ out 
to be a liar? She was saying, “I do 
believe on the Son of God, and 
He says I have everlasting life, 
but I don’t like to say I have lest 
I should be telling a lie.’ What 
daring presumption! 

“But,” says another, “how may 
I be sure that I really do believe? 
I have tried often enough*to be- 
lieve, and looked within to«see if, 
I had got it, but the more I look 
at my faith the less I seem to 
have.” 

Ah, friend, you are looking in 
the wrong direction to find that 
out, and your trying to believe but 
plainly shows that you are on the 
wrong track. 

Let me give you another illus- 
tration to explain what I want to 
convey to you. 

You are sitting at your quiet 
fireside one evening when a man 
comes in and tells you that the sta- 
tionmaster has been killece that 
night on the railroad. Now, it so 
happens that this man has long 
borne the character in the place 
for being a very dishonest man, 
and the most daring, notorious liar 
in the neighborhood. Do you be- 
lieve, or even try to believe, that 
man? 

“Of course not,’ you exclaim. 

“Pray, why?” 

“Oh, I know him too well for 
that!” ; 

“But tell me how you know that 
you don’t believe him. Is it _by 
looking within at your faith or 
feelings?”’ 

“No,” you reply, “I think of the 
man that brings me the message.” 


Presently a neighbor drops in, 
and says, “The stationmaster has 
been run over by a freight train 
tonight, and killed upon the spot.” 
After he has left I hear you cau- 
tiously say, “Well I partly believe 
it now; for to my recollection this 
man only once in his life deceived 
me, though I have known § him 
from boyhood.” 

But again I ask, “Is it by look- 
ing at your faith this time that 
you know you partly believe it?” 


“No,” you repeat, “I am think- 
ing of the character of my infor- 
mant.”’ 

Well, this man has scarcely left 
your room before a third person 
enters, and brings you the same 
sad news as the first. But this 
time you say, ‘‘Now, John, I be- 
lieve it. Since you tell me, I can 
believe it.” 

Again I press my _ question 
(which is, remember, but the re- 
echo of your own), “How do you 
know that you so confidently be- 
lieve your friend John?” 

“Because of who and what John 
is,’ you reply. “He never has de- 
ceived me, and I don’t think he 
ever will.” 

Well, then, just in the same way 
I know that I beliéve thé gospel; 
viz., because of the One who 
brings me the news. “If we re- 
ceive the witness of men, the wit- 
ness of God is greater: for this is 
the witness of God which he hath 
testified of his Son....He that be- 
lieveth not God hath made him a 
liar; because he believeth not the 
record that God gave of his Son” 
(I John 5:9, 10). “Abraham be- 
lieved God, and it was counted 
unto him for righteousness” (Ro- 
mans 4:3). 


An anxious soul once said to a 


servant of Christ, “Oh, sir, I can’t |. 


believe!” To which the preacher 
wisely and quietly replied, “In- 
deed, who is it that you can’t be- 
lieve?” This broke the spell. He 
had been looking at faith as an in- 
describable something he must feel 
within himself in order to be sure 
he was all right for Heaven; 
whereas faith ever looks outside 
to a living Person, and His finish- 
ed work, and quietly listens to the 
testimony of a faithful God about 
both. 


It is the outside look that 
brings the inside peace. When a 
man turns his face towards the 
sun his own shadow is behind him. 
You cannot look at self and a 
glorified Christ in Heaven at the 
same moment. 

Thus we have seen that the 
blessed person of God’s Son wins 
my confidence. His finished work 
makes me eternally safe. God’s 
Word about those who believe on

Him makes me unalterably sure. 
I find in Christ and His work 
the way of salvation, and in the 
Word of God the knowledge of sal- 
vation. 


The Joy of Salvation 


But if saved, you may say, “How 
is it that I have such a fluctuating 
experience, so often losing all my 
joy and comfort, and getting as 
wretched and downcast as I was 
before my conversion?” 

You will find in the teaching of 
Scripture that while you are saved 
by Christ’s work and assured by 
God’s Word, you are maintained 
in comfort and joy by the Holy 
Ghost who indwells every saved 
one’s body. ‘ 

Now you must bear in mind that 
every saved one has still with him 
“the flesh’; i.e., the evil nature he 
was born with as a natural man 
and which perhaps showed itself 
while still a helpless infant on his 
mother’s lap. The Holy Ghost in 
the believer resists the flesh, and 
is grieved by every activity of it 
in motive, word or deed. When he 
is walking ‘“‘worthy of the Lord,” 
the Holy Ghost will be producing 
in his soul His blessed fruits— 
“love, joy, peace,’ etc. (See Gala- 
tians 5:22.) When he is walking 
in a carnal, worldly way the Spirit 
is grieved, and these fruits are 
wanting in greater or less meas- 
ure. 

- Let me put it thus for you who 
do believe on God’s Son: 


Christ’s work and Your salva- 
tion — stand or fall together. 

Your walk and Your enjoyment 
— stand or fall together. 


When Christ’s work breaks 
down (and, blessed be God, _ it 
never, never will), your salvation 
will break down with it. When 
your walk breaks down (and be 
watchful, for it may), your enjoy- 
ment will break down with it. 

Thus it is said of the early dis- 
ciples (Acts 9:31), that they walk- 
ed “in the fear of the Lord, and in 
the comfort of the Holy Ghost.” 

And again in Acts 13:52: “The 
disciples were filled with joy, and 
with the Holy Ghost.” 

My spiritual joy will be in pro- 
portion. to the spiritual character 
of my walk after I am saved. 

Now do you see your mistake? 
You have been mixing up enjoy- 
ment with your safety, two wide- 
ly different things. When through 
self-indulgencé, loss of temper, 
worldliness, etc., you grieved the 
Holy Spirit, and lost your joy, you 
thought your safety was under- 
mined. But again I repeat it— 

Your safety hangs upon Christ’s 
work for you. | 

Your assurance upon 
Word to you. 

Your enjoyment upon your not 
grieving the Holy Ghost-in you. 

When, as a child of God, you do 
anything to grieve the Holy Spirit 
of God, your communion with the 
Father and the Son is, for the 
time, practically suspended; and 
it is only when you judge your- 
self, and confess your sins, that 
the joy of communion is restored. 

Your child has been guilty of 
some misdemeanor. He shows upon 
his countenance the evident mark 
that something is wrong with him, 
Half an hour before this he was 
enjoying a walk with you around 
the garden, admiring what you ad- 
mired, enjoying what you enjoyed. 
In other words, he was in com- 
munion with you; his feelings and 
sympathies were in common with 
yours. But now all this is changed, 
and as a disobedient child he 
stands in the corner, the very pic-

go named Austin Paul. I had never 


7 \heard of him and I doubt if he 


had ever heard of me. As I spoke 
his heart was stirred and he and 
his wife listened with keen inter- 
est. In the midst of the message 
his wife whispered to him, “There 
is a man after your own heart! 
Wouldn’t you like to have him in 
Africa?” . Later Alex Dunlap of 
Philadelphia introduced me to Mr. 
Paul and he told me what his wife 
had said. He said he would like 


tito have me visit him in Africa 


some time and that he could ar- 
range meetings for me. I told him 
I would like to come. We made no 
definite plans but I think both of 
us felt in our hearts that our paths 
would cross in Africa some day in 
the future. 

- The following winter I received 
an invitation from the Council of 
the Africa Inland Mission to be 
their conference speaker in Janu- 
ary of 1951, to be held in Rethy 
in the Belgian Congo. There was 
also an invitation from Austin Paul 
to spend several months with him 
in the Congo following the confer- 
ence in revival meetings among the 
natives. There was also a gracious 
letter from Ralph Davis in New 
York saying he hoped I would be 
able to accept the invitation and 
he would be happy to advise with 
me concerning travel, passport, 
visas, etc. He also carefully ex- 
plained to me that I would have 
to pay all of my own expenses! 
(Dr. Davis is General Secretary of 
the Africa Inland Mission.) 


' The Princess and I both felt the 
invitation was of the Lord and I 
wrote back immediately accepting 
the invitation. I had a year to raise 
the expense money. This came to 
more than twice the amount I had 
anticipated. This included airplane 
fare and expense money enroute, 
including a stopover in Palestine 
on the way back, a good movie 
camera and a good still camera for 
taking colored pictures that could 
be used to promote missionary 
work on my return, living ex- 
penses for Cathy and our four kid- 
dies for six months, a trip to New 
York for final arrangements and 
Yellow Fever vaccination, etc. Al- 
together the expenses would run 
something over five thousand dol- 
lars. 

In order to raise the money we 
sold our home in Wheaton and 
moved into a small unfurnished 
apartment in Murfreesboro, Ten- 
nessee, which the Westvue Baptist 
Church is letting us have rent-free 


until I return, We, had already bor-. 


rowed five thousand dollars on our 
home to make a down payment on 
a ranch near Murfreesboro that is 
to be used for a conference ground. 
And payments on the conference 
ground, payment on the home in 
Wheaton and over five thousand 
dollars to be raised for the mis- 
sionary trip seemed too much; so 


ture of misery. Upon penitent con- 
fession of his wrong doing you 
have assured him of forgiveness;

Supposing while your child is in 
the corner there should be a cry 
of “fire” through your home, what 
would become of him then? Left in 
the corner to be consumed with 
the burning, falling house? Im- 
possible! Very probably he would 
be the very first person you would 
carry out. Ah, yes, you. know

we sacrificed our home in Whea- 
ton and the Princess and I are 
back where we were when we mar- 
ried fourteen years ago—without 
a home! We are not sure what we 
will do for a home when I get 
back, but we feel confident some- 
thing will turn up and we will get 
along all right. 

Although we did not have any 
money-raising meetings, we were 
given about $1,400 by various 
churches and individuals. How- 
ever, with extra unexpected ex- 
penses at the last minute, we still 
did not have enough money to 
leave at home or enough money 
for me to take with me, We felt 
the Lord would provide, however, 
and on January 6 I kissed the 
Princess and our kiddies goodby at 
the Nashville airport and took the 
plane for New York. The follow- 
ing Wednesday, after stops in New 
York City; Shannon, Ireland; Brus- 
sels, Belgium, Athens, Greece and 
Cairo, Egypt, I landed in Juba in 
the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan. 

Africa at last! I stood before the 
grass hut that serves as an ad- 
ministration office and waiting 


jroom for the little grass field hon- 


ored by the name “airport” and 
looked around. Almost-naked na- 
tives were already swarming over 
the hugh four-engined Sabena air- 
liner, putting in gas and oil, hook- 


ing on starter batteries, etc. At the 


door of the grass hut stood a pot- 
bellied native soldier dressed in 
khaki shorts, a red fez and a wide 
leather belt. He had wrap-around 
leggings on his skinny legs and his 
big black feet were bare. One of 
the tallest men I had ever seen 
was walking down a dusty trail. 
He was as black as night and as 
naked as the day he was born! 


“Yep, this is Africa all right,” I 


thought to myself as I followed 
a man to the station wagon that 
was to take me on to the Belgian 
Congo. 

One hundred fifty miles of 
smoke-like dust, yelling natives, 
bleating goats, . oinking pigs 
and squawking chickens. Later I 
arrived in Aba in the Congo... 


customs . ... forms , .. ‘visas. .. 
questions . . . more papers to fill 
in. ,..a final- handshake ... then 


to the mission station that was 
to be headquarters for the next 
several months. 

Austin Paul meets me in the 
Pie-wagon. He is grinning, His hair 
is graying, his eyes a keen brown, 
his voice jovial, his body slim, 
his movements quick and vigor- 
ous. He is to be my companion, 
manager, guide, interpreter and 
host during my stay. The green 
International delivery truck is to be 
my chariot. Around us are tropi- 
cal fruit trees—bananas, oranges, 
papaya, In the sky a torrid tropi- 
cal sun. On the ground beside me 
is a suitcase of clothes, two leather- 
cased cameras, film and _ tripod. 
I am dressed in a sport shirt and 
slacks. On my head is a Stetson 


hat; Around my middleis a heavy~ 


gun belt and holster containing a 
powerful .38 six shooter and 100 


rounds of ammunition. On my feet ” 


are soft, low-cut flying boots, In 
my pocket is a billfold with pic- 
tures of my wife, my children, my 
song leader, dog, pet lion and with 
about seventy dollars. In my hand 
is a Scofield Bible, a Kirkbride 
Bible and John Rice’s book on 
Prayer. .-.

Son, and of the Holy Ghost: 
Teaching them to observe all 
things whatsoever I have com- 
manded you: and, lo, I am with 
you alway, even unto the end of 
the world.’—Matt. 28:19, 20. 

Note the following important 
facts about this Great Commission: 

1. The gospel was to be preach- 
ed in all nations. In Mark 16:15 
Jesus even said, “To every crea- 
ture.” | 

2. Those saved were to be bap- 
tized as a public profession of their 
faith, so marking them as Chris- 
tians before the world and start- 
ing them publicly on a new life 
after they had been converted, 
born again. 

-3. The new converts were then 
to be taught to do exactly what 
Jesus commanded the apostles to 
do! “Teaching them to observe all 
things whatsoever I have com- 
manded you.” Every convert ever 
saved since the Great Commission 
was given had the same command 
passed on to him that Peter and 
the other apostles got that day! 


4, This command was to con- 


tinue “even unto the end of the 
world,.and Christ promised to be 
with every Christian obeying Him 
in this soul-winning command. 

So Christ clearly commands 
every Christian to win souls. 

In 1918 I was in training as a 
soldier at Camp Travis, San An- 
tonio, Texas. One day as acting 
corporal I was drilling my awk- 
ward squad on the drill ground, as 
were all the other would-be cor- 
porals of the company under the 
driving supervision of our martinet 
captain. Striding vigorously, the 
captian approached my squad. I 
said abruptly, “Halt!” My squad 
of beginning soldiers shuffled to 
a halt and tried to line up. Abrupt- 
ly the captain said to me, “Did 
you give the correct command 
then?” 

“No, sir.” 

“What should your command 
have been?” | 

“I should have said, 
halt!’ in two counts.” 

“Then why didn’t you give the 
correct command?” 

“Sir, I was scared.” 

He continued with specific in- 
structions. One soldier must but- 
ton the pocket flap on his blouse. 
I was to hold my head up straight- 
er. He ended his brief instruction 
and as he turned to go I saluted 
smartly and said, “Thank you, sir.” 

His steely gray eyes looked at 

me and he said, “Don’t thank me. 
I’m not. giving advice. Those are 
orders!” -: - 
- Christian, did you think Jesus 
was only giving advice when He 
stood on that little hill that day 
and plainly said that every con- 
vert should be taught to carry out 
all the commands He gave the 
apostles? Did you think that it 
was Only a mild suggestion when 
Jesus said that you are to help to 
carry the gospel to every creature, 
that you are to save people from 
Heli by your urgent entreaty? No, 
Jesus was not giving advice; He 
was giving orders. And there is 
only one thing for any Christian to 
do who acknowledges the authority 
of Jesus Christ—that is, he is to 
obey orders and put soul winning 
in its primal place in his life. 

Prefacing that Great Commis- 
sion, Jesus said, ‘All power is 
given unto me in heaven and in 
earth. Go ye therefore... .”’ Do you 
bow before that authority of Jesus 
Christ which He claims over every 
creature in Heaven and earth? Do 
you acknowledge His lordship? 
Then today set out to keep that 
holy command! Every Christian is 
commanded to be a soul winner. 


II. New Testament Christians 
Were All Expected to Win Souls 

Not only was it the command of 
Jesus for that little group to set 
out ‘to win souls and for all their 
converts to win souls, but that 
was the actual practice of New 
Testament Christians. 

John the Baptist himself start- 
ed it. Although a mighty preacher 
with enormous crowds waiting on 
his ministry day after day, he took 
time to point out Jesus to two of 
his disciples. “And looking upon 
Jesus as he walked, he saith, Be- 
hold the Lamb of God!” (John 1: 
36). John and Andrew followed 
Jesus that day, and then in their 
hearts forever!

But one of the most thrilling 
examples is that of Jesus Himself. 
Jesus “findeth’ Philip, and saith 
unto him, Follow me” (John 1:43). 
Jesus personally won Nicodemus 
as recorded in John 3; the woman 
at the well of Sychar, in John 4; 
the woman who was a sinner in 
the house of the Pharisee (Luke 
7:36-50). He won the maniac of 
Gadara (Matt. 8:28-34), the wo- 
man with the issue of blood (Matt. 
9:20-22), the woman taken in a- 
dulitery (John 8:1-11). Hewon the 
man born blind (John 9:1-38). He 
won Zacchaeus the publican (Luke 
19:1-10). The Gospels are replete 
with instances of how the dear 
Lord Jesus, though preaching to 
multiplied thousands, sought out 
lost people and won them, or took 
time to prove Himself and to re- 
move difficulties for those who 
sought Him. Oh, Jesus was the 
master soul winner, the personal 
soul winner every day of His min- 
istry! 

And New Testament Christians 
followed the example as well as 
the precept of Jesus. 

Andrew was saved and im- 
mediately went and found his bro- 
ther, Simon Peter. “He first find- 
eth his own brother Simon, and 
saith unto him, We have found 


the Messias, which is, being inter-— 


preted, the Christ. And he brought 
him to Jesus....” (John 1:41,42). 
Jesus won Philip, then Philip 
went after Nathanael immediately. 
“Philip findeth Nathanael, and 
saith unto him, We have found 
him, of whom Moses in the law, 
and the prophets, did write, Jesus 
of Nazareth, the son of Joseph” 
(John 1:45). Philip did not know 
much about it. He did not under- 
stand the details of the virgin 
birth, and ignorantly called Jesus 
“the son of Joseph.” But when he 
was at the end of his strength he 
challenged Nathanael to “come and 
see.” Nathanael came, and Jesus 
answered ali his doubts and sav- 
ed his soul. But that young con- 
vert, Philip, went after Nathanael 
and got him, by divine help. 
After Pentecost, when the dis- 
ciples received the great endue- 
ment of power from on high, per- 
sonal soul winning seems to have 
been the’ universal practice cf 
Christians. We must believe that 
every one of the 120 in the pre- 
Pentecostal prayer meeting were 
active in the great reaping when 
three thousand souls were won 


in a day. Acts 5:42 tells of ‘the - 
activities of the New Testament” 


Christians: “And daily) -in,- the 
temple, and in evéry house, they 
ceased not to teach and. preach 
Jesus Christ;’ .. ~~ 

When Jesus won the woman at 


the well of Sychar in Samaria, . 


she set down_her water-filled 
pitcher, gathered up her skirts and 


ran back to the city to cry out 


to. the men there, “Come, see a 
man, which told me all things 
that ever I did: is not this the 
Christ?” (John 4:29). Then people 
believed the woman. Some were 
immediately saved before seeing 
Jesus. Others poured out of the 
city to see Him and hear Him 
and decided immediately for them- 
selves that He was the Saviour, and 
they made Him their own. 


When Jesus won Levi, that pub- 
lican made a supper and invited 
all the tax collectors to meet Jesus 
at the meal. In Mark 2 we are told 
of four men who brought a para- 
lyzed man to Jesus, broke up the 
roof to let him down before Jesus 
when there was noother entrance 
through the crowd. They were 
examples of holy zeal in personal 
soul winning. And the Gadarene 


demoniac, when he was healed and. 


sat clothed and in his*right mind 
at the feet of Jesus, begged Jesus 
that he might go with Him, but 
Jesus told him rather, “Go home 
to thy friends, and tell them how 
great things the Lord hath done 
for thee, and hath had compassion 
on thee” (Mark 5:19). And he did 
it! “And he departed, and began 
to publish in Decapolis how great 
things Jesus had done for him: and 
all men did marvel’ (vs. 20). 


Everywhere Jesus went, scurry- 
ing feet hurried to bring to Him 
the poor, the sick, the blind, the 
demon-possessed, that He might 


heal them soul and body. They.

were soul winners. Oh, yes, soul 
winning by every Christian is the 
New Testament pattern. 

Some deacons were elected to 
look after poor widows. But did 
these deacons, like modern church 
officials, busy themselves only 
with the material matters of the 
church? No, they were Spirit- 
filled men, great soul winners. 
Two of them, Stephen and Philip, 
became mighty preachers of the 
Word and won multitudes. Stephen 
was himself the first martyr to 
the cause. 

Please compare Acts 8:1 where 
it is said that “they were all scat- 
tered abroad throughout the re- 
gions of Judaea and Samaria, 
EXCEPT THE APOSTLES.” The 
apostles stayed at Jerusalem. The 
others were scattered abroad. 
Then verse 4 tells us, “Therefore 
they that were scattered abroad 
went everywhere preaching the 
word.” Simple lay Christians— 
men, women and children—per- 
secuted, running for their lives, 
yet went everywhere preaching 
the Word. That was New Testa- 
ment Christianity at work. 


III. Without Winning Souls One 
Cannot Even Be a Good Christian 


Soul winning is so central in 
Christ’s plan for Christians and 
so interweven with all Christian 
duties that one cannot even be 
a good Christian if he does not 
win souls. That is made clear by 
many clear statements in the 
Bible. 

We are commanded, “Let this 
mind be in you, which Was also 
in Christ Jesus” (Phil. 2:5). For 
as Jesus gave up all the glory 
of Heaven and took on Himseif 
the form of a servant and hum- 
bled Himself to death on the cross 
to save sinners, so We also are to 
follow Christ in soul winning. One 
who has the mind of Christ will 
feel as He did about precious 
souls and think no price too great 
to pay for their salvation. 


To Peter and Andrew, fishermen 
on the Sea of Galilee, Jesus called 
and said, “Follow me, and I will 
make you fishers of men” (Matt. 
4:19). Again the same promise 
is recorded in Mark 1:17, “Come 
ye after me, and I will make 
you to become fishers of men.’ 
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But remember that the Lord in- 
structed the apostles that every 
new convert must be given the 
same command: ‘Teaching them 
to observe all things whatsoever 


I have commanded you.” So one 


who follows Jesus will be made 
into a fisher of men. One who 
does not win souls, who does not 
fish for men, is simply not follow- 
ing Jesus! How can you claim 
to follow Jesus when you do not 
let Him make you into a soul 
winner? 

Jesus speaks of soul winning 
as simply the normal fruit bear- 
ing of a Christian. In John 15:1- 
5 He said: 


va | ane the true vine, and my 
Father’is the husbandman. Every 
branch im me that beareth not 
fruit he taketh away: and every 


branch that beareth fruit, he purg- |. 


eth it, that it may bring forth 
more fruit. Now ye are clean 
through the word which I have 
spqken unto you. Abide in me, 
and I in you. As the branch can- 
not bear fruit of itself, except it 
abide in the vine; no more can ye, 
except ye abide in me. I am the 
vine, ye are the branches: He 
that abideth in me, and I in him, 
the same bringeth forth much 
fruit: for without me ye can do 
nothing.” 


Jesus is the True Vine. Every 
Christian who has vital. connec- 
tion with Jesus, that is,~so un- 
hindered that the power of the 
blessed Holy Spirit can flow from 
Christ through his own branches, 
is a Christian who will natu- 
rally bear fruit. But only by abid- 
ing in close fellowship with Christ, 
can the Christian bear this fruit. 
And Jesus said, “He that abideth 
in me, and I in him, the same 
bringeth forth much fruit: for 
without me ye can do nothing.” 
Surely Jesus is talking about soul 
winning. The fruit of a Christian 
is another Christian. That is the 
meaning of Proverbs 11:30, “The 
fruit of the righteous is a tree of 
life; and he that winneth souls is 
wise.” Every Christian is a tree of 
life and gives life to others. Every 
Christian has in himself a fountain 
of living water which he ought 
to let flow out in its life-giving; 
soul-saving power to others, 
Every Christian is a branch of 
Christ and ought to be a fruit- 
bearing branch. Only when the 
connection between the branch 
and the vine is so constricted, so 
hindered that the sap cannot free- 
ly flow, is the branch to be without 
fruit. O Christian, if you do not 
bear fruit in getting souls saved, 
it is proof positive that you do 
not abide in Christ, that you do 
not have His fullness. 


This same lesson is given by the 
Saviour in Acts 1:8. There He 
gave to the disciples the Great 
Commission again before He went 
away and He said, “But ye shail 
receive power, after that the Holy 
Ghost is come upon you: and ye 
shall be witnesses unto me both in 
Jerusalem, and in all Judaea, and 
in Samaria, and unto the utter- 
most part of the earth.” - Every 
Christian who receives the power 
of: the Holy Spirit is made into 
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A Debate! — 
Question: ‘Resolved That 
Storehouse Tithing is the 
Proper Scriptural Doctrine 
of. Financial Stewardship.” 
Dr. Gabriel R. Guedj affirms, 
Editor John R. Rice denies. 


Does God require all tithes 
of Christians to be given 
through the local church 
treasury? Dr. Guedj says, 
Yes; Dr. Rice says, No. 
Three articles by each of 
these men have already been 
published. We regret that 
there has been an unavoid- 
able delay, but expect to 
publish both rebuttals at an 
early date. 
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a witness for Christ. One who 
does not witness is not filled with 
the Holy Spirit! 

In Acts 4:31 we are told of the 
Christians in Jerusalem, that 
“when they had prayed, the place 
was shaken where they were as- 
sembled together; and they were 
all filled with the Holy Ghost, and 
they spake the word of God with 
boldness.” All of them were filled 
with the Holy Spirit, so they all 
spoke the Word of God with bold- 
ness. It is the inevitable result of 
being filled with the Spirit of God 
that one should witness for Jesus 
and win souls. Christian, if: you 
are not a soul winner, then you 
are not filled with the Holy Spirit. 
You do not have the blessed heri- 
tage which God has promised to 
every Christian who will pay God’s 
price. 

In Dallas, Texas, a young man 
had been called of God to preacn. 
But he felt he did not have enough 
education. He got a good job with 
a newspaper, and a good salary. 
He liked the newspaper work. But 
he drifted into bad company and 
worldliness and sin. Later when 
he came back, heartbroken, as a 
backslider, seeking the sweet fel- 
lowship of the Lord which he had 
lost, the joy which had been 
clouded, he said to me, “Brother 
Rice, if I don’t preach I can’t 
even live right! It seems like God 
won’t help me to even be a good 
Christian if I don’t do what He 
says about soul winning.” 

What a lesson is here taught all 
of us. Why should God help Chris- 
tians to be happy, hetp them to be 
victorious over temptation, help 
them to develop the Christian 
graces, when they are in wicked 
disobedience to His plain command 
about soul winning? Why should 
God hear the prayers of Christians 
who do not love the sinners for 
whom Christ died, and do not 
love the Saviour enough to-do 
what He said about winning them? 
One cannot be a good Christian 
without being a soul winner. 


There is much talk in some 
circles of ‘“‘the deeper life,” of 
consecration, of “the baptism of 
the Spirit,” of “holiness” or “sanc- 
tification.” To different groups 
these terms mean different things. 
But alas in many cases those who 
seek these great blessings mean 
only that they want some per- 
sonal victory, some ecstasy or de- 
light, or to talk in tongues—all 
more or less selfish requests. 
Actually thousands of such people 
never win a soul to Jesus Christ. 
They are occupied, they say, with 
Christ, but they are not occupied 
about doing what Jesus _ said 
do! 

I say frankly that I have no con- 
fidence in the genuineness of any 
deeper life experience that does 
not lead a Christian to do what 
Jesus said do. If one is still a 
rebel against the command of 
Christ, disobedient to the Great 
Commission, indifferent to the 
broken heart of the Saviour who 
even yet longs more to see people 
saved than anything else, I can- 
not believe that he is near to 
the Saviour’s heart or that he 
understands Him and loves Him 
and is surrendered to Him as he 
ought to be. 


But let me give my personal 
testimony that the unfailing peace 
which has been mine through 
many long years, the constant rest 
of soul in midst of harassing 
duties, enormous burdens, and the 
constant warfare of the enemy, 
has been largely because I have 
the sweet assurance I am in the 
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| will of God, and that Jesus Christ 


Does Church Union Mean Unity? 


Dear Brother L—: 
I was glad to have your

letter and I, too, join you in 


earnest prayer for unity among the true children of Christ: 


However, when you speak of “di- 
visions in the church of Christ” and 
wish that denominations could 
unite, I think you are misunder- 
standing what is true Christian 
unity, When Jesus prayed in the 
high priestly prayer that His peo- 
ple all might be one, He did not 
mean to pray that they should be 
in one denomination. There was no 
big super-denomination, no popes, 
or bishops or denominational secre- 
taries dominating the churches in 
Bible times and Jesus ‘did not have 
in mind that it would be better 
for everyone to be in one denomina- 
tion, What He has in mind is that 
born-again Christians should love 
one another and have fellowship 


‘with one another. There can be 


genuine cooperation and fellowship 
between people of all faiths, if we 
love one another and if we stay 
true to Christ. 

The sad truth is that nearly gll 
the big denominational mergers 
have been harmful instead of help- 
ful, Southern Methodists joined in 
with Northern’ Methodists. Most of 
the Southern - Methodists were 
sound. Now modernists are in con- 
trol of the whole Methodist church, 
and a young fellow cannot get to 
be a Methodist preacher without 
having to go through an indoctri- 
nation course intended to break 
down his faith in the Bible and 
to “modernize” his thinking. 

In Canada some Presbyterian 
churches, some Congregational 
churches, and all the Methodist 
churches united in the United 
Church of Canada. I am told, and 
contact in a score of Canadian 
cities makes me believe it true, 
that the denominational leadership 
in the United Church of. Canada 


is with me in doing what He told 
me to do. As long as one is busy 
about soul winning he may prop- 
erly claim the blessed promise 
that Jesus. gave along with the 
Great Commission. We are to take 
the gospel to every creature, and 
then, Jesus promises, “Lo, I am 
with you alway, even unto the 
end of the world.” But no one 
has a right to claim the conscious 
presence and complete, unhinder- 
ed fellowship of Christ who is 
not obeying Christ about soul win- 
ning. If you do not win souls you 
are not a good Christian. 


IV. Soul Winning Is Obviously the 

Most Important Matter That Can 

Occupy the Mind and Effort of 
Christians 


One winter day on my father’s 
West Texas stock farm I plunged 
into icy water to save a mule colt 
which had bogged down in the 
deep mud and-could not extricate 
himself. Tired out, he had given 
up, but when his head went under 
the water I jumped in and helped 
the mule. He shook the water 
out of his ears. I placed his feet 
so he could rise and lifted and 
shouted and with both of us strug- 
gling he reached the bank. Then 
I walked a half mile through the 
bitter winter wind, -wet through 
and through; but I had saved a 
fifty-dollar mule colt! 


But what is that compared to 
keeping a. soul out of Hell for 
billions of years? 


In Louisville, Kentucky, a fire 
broke out and students from the 
Southern Baptist Seminary gath- 
ered to see the fire. A mother 
screamed and pleaded; her baby 
was asleep in the third floor room 
and would be burned to death. 
Firemen put up ladders and tried 
to reach the window but were 
beaten back by the smoke. One 
student wrapped a wet towel a- 
round his face, climbed the ladder, 
found the baby, wrapped it in his 
coat, then gripped his legs about 
the ladder and slid with his 
precious bundle to the’ ground. 
The mother seized her baby and 
then laughing and crying showered 
the young ministerial student with 
kisses. Thus my father saved a 
little one from horrible death in 
the fire. 

But what is that compared to 
keeping a soul out of the fires 
of eternal torment for eternity? 
One man has been “tormented in

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is modernistic, and that more and 
more the United churches are fail- 
ing to preach the gospel. When peo- 
ple give up convictions and think

of used of God. I do not believe 
that God is in. a movement to 
make one big super denomination. 
I think E. Stanley Jones on this 
matter means well but I think that 
it will be an unspeakable tragedy 
if he should succeed. You may be 
sure that infidels will control any 
such main merger of church peo- 
ple and that true Christians ought 
to avoid it and fear it and work 
against it. 

I do not mean that we ought to 
work against other Christians. We 
ought to work against this- plan of 
making everybody give up their 
convictions, and making every- 
body agree not to fight sin and 
making everybody agree not to op- 
pose infidels in the church, and 
making everybody agree to give 
their money without saying any- 
thing about where it goes. I say, 
the whole idea of a big denomina- 
tion controlling people’s lives and 
their Christianity is foreign to the 
Scriptures. 

I am not against denominations 
as far as they follow the Bible and 
God, And I preach for many, many 
denominations. I mean, in union 
campaigns they join in heartily and 
back up my preaching and I have 
fellowship with true Christians in 
every faith. And that is true unity, 
I think, and I hope that more and 
more we will develop it. That is, we 
ought to learn to love and pray 
for and enjoy fellowship with and 
help to win souls with true born- 
again Christians of every faith.

words of the Lord Jesus, and bez- 
ging even for a drop of water 
which he never received. Who can 
think of anything so important as 
saving souls? 

So in James 5:19, 20 we are told 
“Brethren, if any of you do err 
from the truth, and one convert 
him; Let him know, that he which 
converteth the sinner from the 
error of his way shall save a soul 
from death, and shall hide a multi- 
tude of sins.” To “save a soul 
from death’—what a_ victory, 
what a triumph, what a gain! And 
to “hide a multitude of sins,” to 
stop the stream of sin in one 
heart and life before it pollutes 
the whole race—what a victory! 
Oh, if someone had won to Christ 
the head of the infamous Jukes 
family before they let loose on 
society a succession of criminals, 
harlots, inbeciles and paupers! 
That is what one does when he 
Saves a soul from death and 
hides a multitude of sins. 

Other gains are measured in 
terms of time. The gain of a soul 
brought to Christ and born again, 
and made into a new creature, 
and headed for Heaven, can only 
be counted in terms of eternity! 


I am not unaware of the social 
implications of the gospel. Chris- 
tianity ought to help people to 
do right. But these silly and wick- 
ed infidels who reject Jesus Christ 
as deity, who reject the Bible as 
God’s infallible revelation, and 
who reject the blood atonement as 
God’s only plan of salvation, never 
succeed with their so-called “social 
gospel.” Go with me to rescue mis- 
sions like the Pacific Garden Mis- 
sion in Chicago; the Chicago In- 
dustrial League Mission; the Mel 
Trotter Mission in Grand Rapids; 
the Evansville Rescue Mission, 
Evansville, Indiana; the City Res- 
cue Mission in Memphis Tennes- 
see; the Bowery Mission in New 
York City, and the great rescue 
missions in St. Paul, in Minne- 
apolis, ‘in Los Angeles, and other 
principal cities. There I will show

Do you believe in giving money 
to help the poor? Well, remember 
that the best help that you can 
give to a poor home is to give it 
a husband and father who is born 
again, who is a changed man in 
heart and soul, who is now a 
faithful provider, a true husband, 
a good citizen, an honest work- 
man. 


It is unspeakable folly to think 
of making people better without 
bringing them to Christ, or of 
making people happy without 
Christ making them good with 
changed hearts. If there were no 
Heaven of eternal rewards and 
blessings, the gospel of Jesus 
Christ does more for human hap- 
piness and welfare than all other 
agencies combined. And it has 
been so down through all the 
centuries. 


People, from good motives, send 
CARE packages to poor people in 
Europe, or arrange jobs for dis- 
placed persons who immigrate to 


this country, or give to relief of 


the victims of a flood, or tornado, 
or earthquake. People give to the 
Community Chest, support homes 
for orphan children, give to can- 
cer research, and the fight against 
polio. Thank God for all the ten- 
der hearts and for all that is done 
for others in Jesus’ name. But all 
of it is but a drop in the bucket 
compared to the ocean of eternal 


. Welfare which one gives when he 


brings a soul to Jesus Christ, and 
a child of Satan becomes a child 
of God by the new birth. When 
one steps out of the darkness of 
fear and danger and damnation 
and enslavement of sin and steps 
into the light and liberty and joy 
and peace and eternal hope of the 
gospel, how wonderful beyond 
compare! 
What wondrous love is _ this, 
that Christ has left to us this 
message of reconciliation! What 
marvelous condescension that the 
dear Lord Jesus should not give 
the gospel to be preached by 
angels, but to be spread by every 
born-again child who finds Him 
and loves Him and trusts Him! 


One day I talked to the late 
William Jennings Bryan at great 
length. I was a graduate student 
in the University of Chicago, and 
William Jennings Bryan came to 
speak on “The Bible and Its 
Enemies.’”’ The Kent Theater was 
jammed and overflowing and soon 
we ran to the Hyde Park Baptist 
Church where Bryan spoke to the 
packed assembly of students. 
Afterwards Mr. Bryan told me 
that he would speak that day five 
times for the Lord Jesus and would 
lecture once for a livelihood. Of- 
ficially he was not a preacher, but 
he had come to the holy conclusion 
that politics and statesmanship 
were poor and unrewarding com- 
pared with the eternal blessedness 
of winning a soul to Christ; so he 
had resolved to spend the remain- 
ing years of his life in getting out 
the gospel everywhere. He told 
me that he rejoiced that his pub- 
lic career had opened so many 
doors for him that he could speak 
daily to great crowds, often where 
ordained preachers were not in- 
vited. Mr. Bryan had learned this 
truth, that .soul winning is ob- 
viously the most important thing 
that can ever occupy or absorb 
the efforts of any Christian in the 
world!

We know that Christ command- 
ed not only the ministers, but 
every Christian to win souls. We 
know that it was the practice of 
New Testament Christians to go 


everywhere telling the story and 
witnessing for Christ, the poorest 
layman as well as the ministers. 
Even new converts who had no 
training whatever went im- 
mediately about this holy task. 
When we consider the matter well, 
we come to see that the duty of 
soul winning is inherent in the 
very nature of Christianity. 


In the first place, every Chris- 
tian is a bondslave of Jesus Christ. 
“Ye are bought with a price.” “Ye 
are not your own.” You have no 
right to your own way. You are 
bound by the holiest ties and 
duties and love to please the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Men who turn from 
sin to Christ necessarily turn to 
good away from harm. Men who 
are saved, in their hearts become 
good men. I do not mean that be- 
ing born again makes one per- 
fect, but I do mean that one who 
is really a child of God has a new 
heart, a new nature, and wants 
to do right and to help. The hard 
heart, when born again, becomes 
tender. I saw a brutal gangster, 
who planned to kill his wife and 
daughter, after he was wonderful- 
ly saved. Now he was one of the 
tenderest, most kindly of men. The 
Lord Jesus made the lion into a 
lamb. That is an old, old story to 


everybody who has been in soul- 


winning work. But if one is made 
good and with a tender heart, he 
must long to see others blessed, 
and must weep to see souls 
damned. How can anybody claim 
that he loves his fellowmen 


when he has no“heart,. of, .com-. 


passion for their lost estate? How 
can anybody claim to love the 
Lord Jesus well, who does not set 
out to love what Jesus loves, and 
do what Jesus does, and have con- 
cern and compassion over the very 
thing dearest to the heart of the 
Saviour? 

In the second place, the job is 
so urgent that we cannot wait for 
professionals to do it. On the 
beaches at Dunkirk, in World War 
II, a great British Army was about 
to be slaughtered, annihilated, by 
the German blitzkrieg. They were 
hemmed in on the sandy beaches, 
and not only defeat but utter de- 
struction of the whole army was 
inevitable unless rescue could 
reach them across the _ British 
Channel. So the British people 
rushed to the rescue. Every fish- 
ing boat, every pleasure launch, 
every barge and tug that could be 
gathered from the coasts and har- 
bors of England were rushed to 
the scene by civilians. In God’s 
mercy clouds hid them from the 
bombing and _ strafing aircraft. 
Soldiers waded into the sea and 
climbed into rowboats towed by 
launches or lifted into every 
kind of vessel, then by their vol- 
unteer and unofficial rescuers 
were taken safely to England. 
Dunkirk, would have been the 
symbol for unspeakable tragedy. 
But the nobility of volunteer lay 
people who did with their little 
vessels, their patched-together and 
inadequate equipment, what the 
army and navy could not do, sav- 
ed the army to fight again! 


A baby lay choking to death 
with diphtheria. The phlegm had 
gathered in a tight membrane in 
the throat and nearly cut off 
breathing. The doctor had been 
called but had not come. The 
frantic mother thrust her finger 
into the child’s throat and pulled 
out the plug of mucus so the 
child could breathe. It would have 
been fatal to wait for a profession- 
al doctor. The child’s life was sav- 
ed. And how‘can any Christian be 
willing to see souls dying all about 
him and going to Hell and yet 
be content, just because he has 
paid part of a pastor’s salary, but 
has done nothing personally to re- 
deem the lost and rescue the per- 
ishing? 

It is well to have a fire depart- 
ment, but every sensible citizen 
ought to help put out the fire 
in his own house or his neighbor’s. 
It is well to have paid lifeguards 
at the beach, but every father 
with any heart would try to save 
his own child, or any other. Oh, 
how terrible it will be.for a Chris- 
tian to face the disappointed 
Saviour when he haselet his own 
loved ones go to Hell, simply con-

often refers to them; it requires 
three columns in Young’s great 


volume—The Analytical Concord- 


ance—to print even the single 
lines in which the word appears! 
There are three remarks that I 
would like to make upon this in- 
junction for division, each of which 
is @ propos to our presence and 
purpose here. 

Seeds are easily mixed, but dif- 
ficult to separate. 

Any baby or boob can pour 
wheat and rye into the same re- 
ceptacle; but once they are shaken 
together, only the man or wo- 
man of keen discernment and 
eternal patience would ever part 
them. 


Campbell Morgan in his volume, 
The Kingdom Parables, has done 
the church an invaluable service 
by calling attention to the fact 
that “the seed” in the parable of 
the sower was not the Word, as 
most people imagine; but the 
Word incarnate—a man. In other 
words, it is not it but “he that 
received the seed into the stony 


places, the same is he that hear-| 


eth the Word”; “He also that re- 
ceived seed among the thorns is 
he that heareth the word’; and 
“He that received the seed in 
good ground is he that heareth 
the word,” etc. 


The most effective seed sown 
into this world is a man. When 
God wanted to reach India, he 
didn’t send them a Bible, but he 
cast Judson into it; when he want- 
ed to reach Africa, he sat down 
Livingstone; when he wanted to 
reach China, he sowed a Morrison. 
Men represent “the good seed’— 
God sown; and men also represent 
“evil seed’—satanically sown— 
tares indeed. When both sorts ap- 
pear, it is not the divine pleasure; 
not even when. they wear the 


_ Same label, appear under the same 


name, and professedly in the same 
interest. Paul made that clear 
when, in his second epistle to the 
Corinthians, he wrote on this sub- 
ject and shows that professed 
apostles of the Christian Faith 
who seek occasion for self glory 
are “false apostles, deceitful work- 
ers, transforming themselves into 
the apostles of Christ,’ and adds, 
“No marvel; for Satan himself is 
transformed into an angel of light. 


Therefore it is no great.thing if}. 


his ministers also be transformed, 
as the ministers of righteousness.” 
—(Social Service) II Cor. 11:13- 
35. 

An ecclesiastical labe] does not 


prove one a prophet of Christ. 


Jeremiah and Hananiah were both 
ministers of the same day, and 
addressed themselves to the same 
people; but they represented, in 
the prophetic world, mixed seeds, 
the one God-sent and the other 
self-commissioned; one inspired of 
the Holy Spirit, and the other 
aspiring to political popularity. 
For more than a quarter of a 
century the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention has, in “an inclusive poli- 
cy,’ kept to both sorts, and un- 


fortunately many of our poorly- 
instructed people, like the Israel- 
ites of Jeremiah’s day, have been 
unable to distinguish between 
them or to separate truth from 
error. 

When mixed seeds are sown to- 
gether, separation becomes impos- 
sible. 

Once broadcasted into the field, 
what God never joined together 
has no need of the wedding in- 
junction, “Let no man part asun- 
der.” 

It is so difficult to discern be- 
tween wheat and darnel (the thing 
we call “cheat” in this country) 
that men from time to time have 
been deceived into supposing that 
they were the same, and some 
have claimed darnel was merely 
degenerate wheat! But it is scien- 
tifically certain that such is not 
the case; they are different spe- 
cies. Cheat is not a variety of 
wheat at all. 


I was speaking before the Bap- 
tist Young People of Texas in 
one of their great summer as- 
semblies . twenty-five years or 
more ago, and in quoting Paul’s 
figure on the resurrection body, 
I Corinthians 15:37, “And that 
which thou sowest, thou sow- 
est not that body that shall be, 
but bare grain, it may chance 
of wheat, or of some other grain,” 
I remarked that “nature returns 
to us only what we sow. It never 
changes species. If you sow a 
grain of wheat, you gather a grain 
of wheat.” 

In a forum, following, a farmer 
said, “Isn’t it a fact,.Sm, that 
cheat is degenerate wheat?” 

I answered unhesitatingly, “It 
is not a fact!” 

And, to my surprise, he turned 
to the audience and said, “Young 
people, your preacher is right. We 
farmers learned that fact a few 
years ago. We had a fly come into 
this vicinity that loved cheat but 
would not taste wheat, and he 
destroyed practically every head 
of cheat that we had in the wheat 
fields, and the result was that 
when we sowed the seed the next 
year, no cheat came up. We learn- 
ed that a wet season was injurious 
to the growth of wheat and great- 
ly developed the growth of cheat; 
but the fly demonstrated that they 
were not at all the same.” 
He-did more than confirm my 
scientific claims; he uttered a 
veritable truth concerning cheat, 
namely, it prospers in a wet sea- 
son. 

As long as there is much re- 
.freshing from, above, and fields 
are fertilized by abundant rains, 
false prophets flourish; but when 
a spiritual drouth comes, their 
prosperity declines, and that fact 
finds perfect illustration in North- 
ern Convention affairs. Our bu- 
reaucratic board would have little 
trouble holding their offices and 
administering denominational af- 
fairs if only refreshing showers 
were more abundant; but when 
we see the annual income for all

the multitudes unsaved, stum- 
bling in the dark about us? I make 
bold to say that the dear Lord 
Jesus has tears on His face now in 
Heaven for poor sinners unsaved. 
At least He has the tears in His 
heart. His compassion is unchang- 
ed. 

And what makes the Lord Jesus 
happy? In what does He rejoice? 
He Himself told us. He told about 
how the shepherd who finds the 
lost sheep brings it home on his 
shoulder and calls together his 
friends and neighbors saying, “‘Re- 
joice with me; for I have found 
my sheep which was lost,” then 
he adds, ‘‘I say unto you that like- 
Wise joy shall be in heaven over 
one sinner that repenteth, more 
than over ninety and nine just 
persons, which need no repent- 
ance” (Luke 15:6,7). Note it is 
mot just the angels who rejoice 
in Heaven over sinners saved. It 
is also those others among the 


angels, the redeemed saints. But 


the principal, rejoicing is done by 
the Lord Jesus Himself. It is the 
Lord Jesus who rejoices most and 
who urges others to be happy 
hand clapping, to the songs of 
praises, to the holy rejoicing in 


Heaven over a sinner saved! 

The Saviour will see the travail 
of His soul, 

And be satisfied fully o’er: souls 

He’s redeemed; 

Compared to that reaping, He 
scorned all His suff’ring,

Well, every soul saved now is 
a coupon of rejoicing which‘ Jesus 
clips as a dividend from His suf- 
fering.

The sufferings of Jesus on 
earth and His compassionate con- 
cern now in Heaven ought to be 
enough to set every Chr 
the world to soul winning. 

If you love the Lord Jesus, then 
for His dear sake win souls, win 


all you can, and do it now! 


| twelve million to three; when we 


behold our foreign missionaries 
reduced from 150-800 down to less 


{than half that number; when we 


discover our mission fields being 
increasingly vacated; when we re- 
member that our magnificent 
state magazines have been wiped 
out of existence; that many of 
our colleges have failed from lack 
of support, it indicates that the 
“cheats” now in control are hav- 
ing ‘a dry season. 

On the other hand, an investi- 
gation will prove that what bless- 
ings do attend us are upon the 
true wheat of foreign work. The 
overwhelming amount of money 
is given today by orthodox church- 
es, and the conversions and bap- 
tisms that are boasted at our an- 
nual meeting are made almost 
without exception under’ the 
preaching of sound Fundamental- 
ists. 

This reference to the funda- 
mental source of both our money 
supplies and our foreign mission 
converts reminds me of a recent 
experience I had. 

I suffered for some weeks this 
summer from what seemed akin 
to hay fever, a thing I had never 
had before. My nasal passages 
had been clogged and solid, and 
breathing had been difficult. My 
doctor prescribed Mistol, and I 
found it very beneficial; but as 
time went along, the oily supply 
of this chemical got low in the 
bottle, and the point of the drop- 
per no longer reached it; so I de- 
vised a plan of pouring abit of 
water into the bottle. It took the 
place I anticipated—at the bot- 
tom—at once, and raised the oily 
medicine enough so that my drop- 
per could still be filled for -the 
necessary nasal douche. 

That’s the way the health of 
the Baptist denomination has been 
doctored of late. The brethren who 
are theologically wet are at the 
bottom of everything. They as- 
sume to be the denominational 
base; but the oil whence comes 
our health and our converts is no 
longer of the “Standard” variety. 
The Rockefeller contribution has 
been removed. It now belongs 
rather to the UNION OIL '’CO., so 
far as Liberalism makes any con- 
tribution at all; but the majority 
of it comes from the Pure Oil Co. 
—the conservatives of the denomi- 
nation. Our converts are from 
the same source, the Cloughs, 
Rangiahs, the Moodys and Clarks, 
the Youngs and Bukers. 


That is why every conceivable 
device known to skilled politics 
has been employed to compe] the 
orthodox church to put its contri- 
bution through so-called regular 
denominational channels, or suf 
fer discrediting if it dared to exer- 
cise any independence whatever, 
such as designation, or the still- 
more-denounced independent giv- 
ing. That is why, when in our 
annual conventions our number 
of converts is paraded, the mis- 
sionaries making them are never 
mentioned. That is why the sepa- 
ration that the Bible approves is 
now anathema with Baptist bu- 
reaucrats. That is why cooperation 
is the watchword of the hour. 
That is why the conscientious con- 


tributor is a marked man, and a 
if he be a protecting pastor, is| \! 


black-balled by salaried  secre- 
taries. 

Any suggestion of the separa- 
tion of the seeds is resented by 
those whose living depends upon 
mixed sowings, and at times the 
tirade against the men who have 
dared to lead their churches out 
of this entanglement illustrates 
what I heard from a very inde- 
pendent Baptist evangelist who 
was privileged to speak before the 
Ministers’ Conference of Okla- 
homa City. He said, “When I was 
a student at William Jewell Col- 
lege, most of the professors kept 
their individual cows. One eve- 
ning one of them came out with 
pail in hand for the evening kine- 
contribution to his table. He look- 


ed the cows over and to the sur-|- 


prise of brother-milkers walked 
off and wandered the whole pas- 
ture over. Finally he came back 
and wearily remarked. apt

Campbell Morgan says, “I once 
heard a Methodist local preacher 
say, ‘The devil is a squatter,’ and 
then proceed to explain that ‘A 
squatter is a man who settles on 
jyand he has no right to, and works 
it for his own advantage.’ ” 

Modernism has never built a 
Baptist college and established a 
Baptist magazine, or created a 
publication society, or a theologi- 
cal seminary. It has squatted them 
all. 


Modernist officialdom in the 
Northern Convention is consti- 
tuted of squatters. Men have 
sought in it the place of power 
yather than the opportunity of 
performance, and of administra- 
tion rather than of personal sacri- 
fice. 

I found in one of my scrapbooks 
of forty years ago a clipping tak- 
en from a magazine at the time 
that the Baptists were celebrating 
their national. centenary.. It said, 


“Rev. John M. Peck realized the

“What are you doing here, 
stranger?”

men to be educated for service 
among western fellows. But where 
is that Seminary now? The squat- 
ter came, captured, and changed 
to Shurtleff College, where young 
men go to have the liberal (7) 
tenets of the time taught them, 
and from the halls of which an 
ever-decreasing number of minis- 
ters are coming; and even of 
those who do decide upon the pro- 
fession, doubters are more in evi- 
dence than ardent believers. In 
forty years of history of three 
Northwestern graduates who have 
gone berserk theologically, Shurt- 
leff accounts for one. But enough 
for seeds! 


I come now to the OX AND 
THE ASS. You may have seen, 
in what I have been saying, my 
approach to this subject. 


The Case of Incompatibility 


“Thou shalt not plow with an 
ox and ass together.” 

Different species cannot keep 
step with one another! 

I do not know whether you have 
ever observed or not, but there 
are no two species that walk alike. 
A horse is honored as among the 
most intelligent of dumb brutes. 
In fact, he has been so exalted in 
that connection that when a man 
is exceptionally bright he is said 
to have “horse sense.” 

A ‘horse can be taught at least 
five different steps or gaits, as 
they are known; and the one who 
can go them all, if he adds beauty, 
is both a pride and a financial 
prize; Among his gaits is the 
rare accomplishment of a fox 
trot. In other words, the trot of 
the fox and this gait of the 
horse has a close kinship. That 
kinship is seldom found as _ be- 
tween separate species. Even 
goats and sheep do not walk alike; 


cats and dogs do not walk alike; 
oxen and asses do not walk alike. 
To keep step is practically im- 
possible between any two of them. 

Take a team of horses and their 
step-keeping is often so perfect 
that it becomes musical, and has 
been set to notes; but you would 
never get an ox and ass to keep 
step. : 

That’s the reason that we are 
in a constant furor in the Baptist 
denomination. We have two sepa- 
rate species trying to walk to- 
gether. I am not saying who the 
asses are; I don’t need to! But, 
“Can two walk together except 
they be agreed?” And as for 
agreement, it is admitted that can 
never occur between evangelical 
unitarians and non-evangelical 
unitarians. Has not the so-called 
Christian Century of this very 
city, Chicago, long admitted ‘“‘the 
God of the Fundamentalists and 
the God of the Modernists are 
different Gods?” “The Bible of 
Fundamentalists and the Bible of 
the Modernists are different Bi- 
bles?” “The Christ of the Funda- 
mentalists and the Christ of the 
Modernists are different Christs?” 
What’s the use, then, of the elo- 
quent pleas for COOPERATION? 
You are asking that men adopt 
methods contrary to their intel- 
lectual constitution, and in spite 
of unbridgeable spiritual differ- 
ences, they become one in spirit- 
ual enterprises. It is impossible! 


The ox can’t learn the step 
of the ass. His legs and feet are 
not built for it. The ass can’t 
learn the step of the ox. His 
whole physical construction is op- 
posed to it, and no amount of 
whipping the one or beating the 
other will bring them into rhyth- 
mical motion. 

We have been told again and 
again that the differences in the 
denomination “have been settled.” 
When the Washington meeting 
Was over, and the New York 


| that he would be no longer bound 


Times wrote it up in columns, 
we were comforted with the as- 
surance that “the battle was at an 
end” and that the new president, 
Dr. James Whitcomb Brougher, 
was honored with the title, “THE 
GREAT BAPTIST UNIFIER,” 
and that his address delivered 
across the continent on “Play 
Ball” had accomplished coales- 
cence—the end of controversy. 


At the same time it was af- 
firmed that the resolution pro- 
posed by W. B. Riley of Minne- 
apolis that would have limited 
the Convention’s recognition sole- 
ly to those Baptist churches “in 
which the immersion of believers 
is recognized and practiced as a 
pre-requisite to membership” was 
voted down by almost two to one. 

My scrapbook shows that these 
newspaper articles were published 
seventeen years ago; and yet our 
presence here tonight indicates 
that the controversy was not end- 
ed, that wunifier failed, that the 
middle-of-the-road policy was not 
acceptable, the ox and the ass 
had not been brought to keep 
step. They had not learned to 
keep it in the thirteenth cen- 
tury when Tauler found him- 
self unable to walk with the 
ceremonialists of his day; nor in 
the fifteenth century when Martin 
Luther stripped his bull-neck out 
of the Roman yoke, nor in the 
nineteenth century when John 
Wesley became so _ bull-headed 


by assinine practices and policies! 

This text involves another prin- 
ciple of divine importance and 
scientific certainty. 

Different species do not desire 
mutual fellowship! 

That’s true even among varie- 
ties. Once in a while a dog goes 
wild and joins the wolves, but 
he is a rare member of his race, 
if indeed he is not a figment of 
Jack London’s imagination. Ducks 


They only salute one another in 
passing. 

I saw a sheep once raised on a 
bottle and turned into a hog lot, 
but he refused to join his enforced 
companions in the mud puddle. I 
saw another sheep in Pine County, 
Minnesota, forced to the fellow- 
ship of goats only. His owner, like 
Baptist bosses, penned him in 
with them. He learned from them 
to climb trees and eat leaves; 
but he slept by himself and com- 
monly grazed a few feet apart 
from the herd with which he had 
no close Kinship. 

E. Stanley Jones is in many re- 
spects a great man; but his idea 
of “abolishing all racial distinc- 
tions” is a mental absurdity. Blue 
birds and canaries are similar in 
shape and equally aristocratic, 
but they prefer to mix and mate 
each with its own. 


Booker T. Washington was far 
more sane when he said, “Negroes 
prefer Negro company and Negro 
marriage. They are not misce- 
genationists; it is just about as 
repulsive to them as it is objec- 
tionable to the white race.” [ 
grant you that Cuba has largely 
obliterated the color line, but it 
has not improved the individual 
nor society; and if theological dif- 
ferences are not deeper than the 
color of the skin,. then Funda- 
mentalism is folly, and the Word 
of God is no longer authoritative, 
and faith is a twin brother of in- 
fidelity! 

Different species cannot comfort- 
ably cooperate. 

Hounds will run in packs, but 
who ever saw a_ pack of hounds 
and coyotes and foxes running all 
good naturedly together, and by 
cooperative endeavor, learning, as 
Shaler argued they would, to love 
one another, while securing the 
food common to them all? 

It-:is no sign that a man is ill- 
tempered, disagreeable, “deter-

When men come to me and 
talk as if the dissenter from false 
teaching and false practices was 
a deluded and self-seeking individ- 
ual, I am compelled to wonder 
how they catalog Christ. If ever 
any man walked the earth who 
would not and could not, out of 
loyalty to His Father in Heaven, 
subject Himself to the current 
opinions of “the Scribes and Phar- 
isees,’ the Big church Bosses of 
that day—Christ was that man! 


Their ceremonies He excoriated; 
their claims of piety He held to 
scorn; their organization of spirit- 
ual life He repudiated; and so far 
did He push His protest that they 
constructed a cross for this non- 
conformist and on Calvary’s brow 
they shed His blood. 

But, now, Jude’s injunction “to 
contend earnestly for the faith” 
is supposed to be an anachronism; 
and in spite of the fact that John 
was a gentle and loving individ- 
ual, his plea with churchmen 
that in behalf of “the doctrine of 
Christ” they refuse “reception in- 
to their houses” to any man and 
every man “who brings not this 
doctrine,” and that “they bid him 
no God-speed lest they become 
partakers of his evil deeds,’ is 
branded as spiritual bigotry, and 
so the Bible (New Testament 
even) with some is no longer the 
basis of faith or practice. 


It is one of those New Testa- 
ment doctrines that is capable al- 
together of “a different interpre- 
tation” since language has, in the 
twentieth century, lost its old- 
time meaning. But enough for 
the OX AND THE ASS! 


I wind up now with “the gar- 
ment of woolen and linen.” “Thou 
shalt not wear a garment of div- 
ers sort, as of woolen and linen 
together.” 


The Illustration Of Inharmony 


God never gave a law without 
good occasion, ‘and only modern 
science has discovered the reason 
for this prohibition. It is not be- 
cause God hated a coat of many 
colors such as Joseph thad, or 
objected even to combining dif- 
ferent cloths in a single garment; 
but as ‘has now been scientifically 
shown, 

“Wool when combined with lin- 


en increases its power of passing 
off electricity from the body. In 
hot climates it brings on malig- 
mant fevers, and exhausts the 
strength; and when passing off 
from the body, it meets with the 
air, inflames and excoriates like a 
blister.” (Whitlaw) 

How wonderful! What thas ever 
happened to our Baptist body that 
has “sapped it of strength” as the 
so-called “inclusive policy”; that 
has brought on such malignant 
fevers of unrest, that “has burned 
and blistered the entire denomina- 
tional body” like this attempted 
combination of wunitarian linen 
and Baptist woolen?—‘“the IN- 
CLUSIVE POLICY.” 

Cloth is accepted as a symbol of 
character. 

Scientists say that “the glow- 
worm frightens its enemies away 
by the brightness of its own 
light”; and the triumph for Bap- 
tists has ever been through their 
devotion to truth. 

Horace Greeley once declared, 
“It is impossible to enslave an in- 
telligently Bible-reading people,” 
and such I believe the Baptists as 
a whole to have been. 

Calvin Coolidge, the man of few 
words but of most sensible speech, 
declared that “all our learning 
and science and culture and arts 
will be of little avail unless they 
are supported by high character.” 
He admitted the value of trained 
intelligence, but affirmed it was 
no substitute_for morality. 

“Education can never safely 


supplant the Christian religion?” 
“Unless,” the declared, “‘the latter 


abounds, American. citizenship 
will fail.” 

These are the things for which 
orthodox Baptists have been 


custodians for centuries. No past 
time ever needed their testimony 
as does the present. 

Character is not a miature of 


-| conviction and convenience. 


At present we have two cbasses 
of preachers within our organized 
body—those who make a con- 
venience of truth, and those in 
whom truth thas wrought a con- 
viction. 

Arthur Pierson likened certain 
preachers to the old woman who, 
when in court was questioned on 
which side of the street she lived, 
and answered, “on both sides. On

there is nothing so strong as the 
link of relationship; nothing so 
tender as the link of communion. 

All the combined power and 
counsel of earth and Hell cannot 
sever the former, while an impure 
motive or an idle word will snap 
the latter. 


If you are troubled with a clou- 
dy half-hour, get low before God, 
consider your ways. And when the 
thief that has robbed you of your 
joy has been detected, drag him at 
once to the light, confess your sin 
to God, and-judge yourself most 
unsparingly for the unwatchful, 
careless state of soul that allowed 
the thief to enter unchallenged. 

But never, never, NEVER, COon- 
found your safety with your joy. 

Don’t imagine, however, that the 
judgment of God falls more leni- 
ently on the believer’s sin than on 
the unbeliever’s. He thas not two 
ways of dealing judicially with sin, 
and He could no more pass by the 
believer’s sin without judging it, 
than He could pass by the sins of a 
rejecter of His precious Son. But 
there is a great difference between 
the two. . 

The believer’s sins were all 
known to God, and all laid upon 
Christ when he suffered upon the 
Cross at Calvary, and there and 
then, once and forever, the great 
“criminal question” of his guilt 
was raised and settled, judgment 
falling upon the blessed Substitute 


own self bare our sins in his own 
body on the tree” (I Peter 2:24). 

The Christ-rejecter must bear 
his own sins in his own person in 
the lake of fire forever. 

Now, when a saved one fails, the 
“criminal question” of sin cannot 
be raised against him, the Judge 
Himself having settled that once 
for all on the cross; but the com- 
munion question is raised within 
him by the Holy Ghost as often as 
he grieves the Spirit. 

Allow me to give you another 


illustration. It is a beautiful moon- 
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in the believer’s stead. “Who his 


light night. The moon is full and 
shining in more than ordinary sil- 
ver brightness. A man is gazing in- 
tently down a deep, still well, 
where he sees the moon reflected, 
and remarks to a friendly by- 
stander: “How beautifully fair 
and round she is tonight! How 
quietly and majestically she rides 
along!” He has just finished 
speaking, when suddenly his friend 
drops a small pebble into the 
well, and he now exclaims, “‘Why, 
the moon is all broken to pieces, 
and the fragments are shaken to- 
gether in the greatest disorder!” 

“What gross absurdity,” is the 
astonished rejoinder of his com- 
panion. “Look up, man! The moon 
hasn’t changed. It is the condition 
of the well reflecting her that has 
changed.” 

Your heart is the well. When 
there is no allowance of evil the 
blessed Spirit of God takes of the 
glories and preciousness of Christ, 
and reveals them to you for your 
comfort and joy. But the moment 
a wrong motive is cherished in the 
heart, or an idle word escapes the 
lips unjudged, your happy experi- 
ences are smashed to pieces, and 
you are all restless and disturbed 
within, until in brokenness of spir- 
it before God you confess your sin 
(the disturbing thing), and thus 
get restored once more to. the 
calm, sweet joy of communion. 

But when your heart is thus 
all unrest, has Christ’s work 
changed? No, no. Then your sal- 
vation has not altered. 

Has God’s Word changed? Sure- 
ly not. Then the certainty of your 
salvation has received no shock. 

Then, what has changed? The 
action of the Holy Ghost in you 
has changed, and instead of tak- 
ing of the glories of Christ, and 
filling your heart with the sense of 
His worthiness, He is grieved at 
having to turn aside from this de-

ynuster. 

| The curse of the day is the 
_ disposition to crawl. Athens is 


reputed to have opened its public 
gneetings with a curse to every 
man who spoke what he did not 
veally believe; and Egyptian 
priests used to teach that any 
soul, before it could be ‘admitted 
into Paradise, must, in the judg- 
ment-hall of Osiris, swear, “I have 
never defiled my conscience from 
fear or favor to my superiors,” 
Among Daniel O’Connell’s maxims 
was this admirable one, “Never 
deny or trim a truth to gain or 
‘keep a friend.”- 

If we would recover from the 
weakness that now -shortens the 
breath of the Baptist denomina- 
tion, if we would return to the 
strength of a quarter of a cen- 
tury since, we must end, once and 
‘forever, this combination “of linen 
and woolen,’—‘the inclusive pol- 
cy” —and stand foursquare for a 
garment of one piece, woven from 
the inspired Word of God, includ- 
ing both Old Testament and New. 

Finally, just a few sentences on 
methods!

How weak your faith may be, 
rest assured of this, that the bless- 
ed One who has won your confi- 
dence will never change.
